Plans for a vcteruim1 memorial building for Torrnncc, to 
rontuln meeting places and recreational fm'llltlcH for the com­ 
munity, have Ixwn laid before the City Council and have been 
favorably received. At :t conference of the Council on Monday 

. nlftht, Hurry B. Ixwlx, executive secretary of the Torrance 
Chamber of Commerce, present-* ——————————— ————————
ed the plans to the council on 
behalf of local veterans groups, 
the chamber and the Retail Mar- 
chants division of the chamber.

A big structure, with meeting 
halls and space for recreation 
events for the community, would 
be constructed on three city- 
owned lots in the civic center, at 
the'corner of El Prado and Cra­ 
vens avc.

Financing of the building 
would be by federal, state and 
counly aid, with the city donat 
Ing the land and aiding In the 
cost   of the building through 
bond Issue. Government and 
county funds are available for 
such a structure, It was said

Presentation of the building 
plans sounded the end of the 
proposal, to construct a memor­ 
ial tower at El Prado park In 
memory of veterans of this and 
the last war.

The building, It was pointed 
out, would serve a finer purpose 
and be a more fitting tribute to 
th memory of the soldiers of 
World War I and II who gave 
their lives to their country.

"Almost -every community In 
California has a veterans me­ 
morial building, paid for, for the 
most part, by government 
funds," Lewis said. 'Torrance 
can have and should have the 
finest one."

As agreed upon by the mem­ 
bers of the council present, the 
cost would be In the neighbor­ 
hood of $200,000, and the build- 

.Ing would contain assembly 
rooms, club rooms, offices, a 
kitchen, a gymnasium, swimming 
pool, Boy Scout room, roof gar­ 
den with badminton and shuffle 
board courts, public comfort sta­ 
tions and other facilities.

Members of various veterans 
groups, including the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, the American 
Legion, the Disabled American 
Veterans, United Spanish War 
Veterans, and such other organ­ 
izations as grow out of World 
War II, which has seen a higher 
percentage of women in the serv­ 
ice, would have facilities in the 
new structure.

The swimming pool and gym­ 
nasium would be open to. the 
public and would pay for the 
building in a few years time. It 
was pointed out.
